Communist goveri:ment of dwangtung rroviace established, jointly with the 
Canton Students’ sassoziation, an Uverseas Chinese Youths' Summer School 
in the premises of the former Jangch!'in (34 By ) University at Shihliukang 
(A AY i J» Canton. TU suo-hsiang® was to be the chief instructor, and 
tae school was to open on 1 August lor six weeks. Some SOO students from 
pro-Comsudist schools in hong song aad macao were to attend this sshovol 
and reseive Communist indoctrination, atter which they were to be returned 
to their schools in kong son; aad “acao to carry on secret work for the 
Chinese Commuiists. 
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
